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A Stain on America'* Escutcheon. 


1 Most people will be surprised by the statement thai there are 
more nuirders in the city of Chicago every year than there'are 
in linglaiid, Scotland and Walcs^combined. ^ Chicago has a 
population of 3,000,000 while t^^of'tliB^coi'ili'i'lrlcs mentioned 
aggregates 40,000)000, and yet%f:lh(i:crime1 of murder the 
'American city exceeds them all. ;" 
• 
It is a startling statement, but not an idle one. 
It comes 


from Edward W. Sims, presidcnl.of the Chicago Crime Com- 
mittee and former "United Stales .district attorney, and was 
made before the Chicago Association of Commerce. 
He said 


that last year Chicago averaged one murder a day. 


No one will charge Mr. Shns with an;allcinpt to blacken the 


reputation of his home city. No decent hiim desires to do such 
a thing as that, 
it must be believed lhat Mr. Sims was speak- 


ing seriously on a very serious matter in Ihe hope that steps 
may be taken to remove the odium that must rest upon any 
municipality which runs up a list of.365.murders a year. In 
the course.of .his talk Mr. Sims said: "Crime in this city is as 
highly 'organized as a inail-'ordcr business. There is not a 
police captain in the city today who, backed up by the prose- 


.. ailing autiiorilies and the courts, cannot reduce crime in his 
' precinct 50'per cent ill-thirty days if he wants to. Crime con- 
ditions in Chicago^ are appalling." 


This7 paper has on more than one occasion commented upon 


a fact established by.statislics, which is lhaf the crime 'of mur- 
der.is more prevalent in the United States tllau in any ofhcr 
civilized country6ih the world.- It has attributed this condition 
to the lax metl«xl of dealing with murder cases here, a method 
that is perfectly familiar to the public. In many cases it takes 
(wo or three trials and from one to three-years loj.tispose pf a 
•murder case, and in many instances the outcome is,' rightly or 
wrongly, regarded by the public as a travesty ofjusticc. When 
sentences of deiillrarc imposed,they arc iira majority of cases 
commuted lo 'imprisonment for life,'and pardons of murderers 
have been becoming more and more.c'ommon in recent years. 


Tlicrd can be no doubt that these tilings have their effect on 


the criminal element and result in an increase of crime which 
is such as ought (o set the people of'this country seriously to 
thinking.
